Copper was another very important metal. It was easy 
to bend, and people used it to make tools, cooking 
pots, and knives, as well as jewelry. We can see a lot 
of these objects today in Egyptian museums. 

Finally, stones and rocks were a useful natural 
resource in ancient Egypt, too. Because there were lots 
of rocks such as limestone, the ancient Egyptians could 
build the pyramids, and many other big and important 
buildings and temples. Boats on the Nile transported 
some of the stones across Egypt to the important cities.
